Lieutenant Commander in the Con- 
federate army, and had command of 
the rebel cruiser Shenandoah, which 
did such havoc among the whalers 
and merchantmen on the Pacific. 
Since the closing of the war he had 
no occupation up to the time when 
the Pacific Mail Company sought 
him out and offered him the com- 
mand of the City of San Francisco, 
which position he accepted. A few 
days ago he brought the vessel into 
port, after a quick passage. The de- 
parture of the ship for Honolulu and 
Australia) was announced for the 8th 
instant, and a few days ago it was 
stated that Captain Waddell is not to 
go out in the vessel. 
The substitu- 


tion of some other officer as com- 
mander was for the time being made 
compulsory en the company. It was 
known that it would not be safe for 
the Captain to take the vessel to 
Honolulu, as it was certain he would 
be arrested and possibly sentenced to 
•imprisonment for life or condemned 
to death. The occasion of this was 
that in March, 1805. the closing 
year of the war, Waddell with the 
Shenandoah, while on its mission to 
•destroy the commerce of the North- 
ern States, cruised around the island 
of Pnnipette in the Northern Pacific 
Ocean. In April the Shenandoah 
entered the harbor, and as a rnse 
.hoisted the American flag. Four 
vessels lay at anchor and they at 
once flew the same colors. Waddell 
immediately lowered his false colors, 
raised the flag of the Southern Con- 
federacy instead, and opened fire on 
the four whalers, destroying them. 
It transpired Liter that three of the 
Teasels were owned in New Bedford, 
Mass., and other was the property of 
subjects of the Hawaiian Kingdom, 
for which act Wad Jell is anxiously 
looked for by the Hawaiian author- 
ities. In view of this fact the Attor- 
ney General of the Hawaiian King- 
dom, now in San Francisco, and tb» 
officers of the Mail Company, advise 
Waddell not to go to Honolulu until
